Annual Report, 
New Hampshire 


An interesting group of statistics is 
published in the 1949 annual report of 
the New Hampshire State Racing Com- 
mission. The pari-mutuel and attendance 
progress at Rockingham Park, the State’s 
only major Thoroughbred plant, is out- 
lined for the 17 years the track has been 
in operation. 

The picture is typical of the history of 
most race tracks in the past two decades. 
Ihe early progress of attendance and 
pari-mutuel betting during this period 
was at a snail's pace. More people were in 
line for a bowl of soup than for a $2 
mutuel ticket. 

But in 1941, mutuel handle and attend- 
ance began to soar, along with the price 
of eggs and a good used car. The climax 
was reached in the peak business year 
of 1946. Statistically, in 1946, as many 
persons planked down five times as much 
money as they had been willing to risk 
in 1933. 

The 1946 total mutuel handle amounted 
to more than $56 million. Of this amount, 
the State revenue department received 
more than $3 million. Tax changes came 
in 1939 and 1945. Originally, the State 
got a flat 34% per cent of the mutuel 
handle. But in 1939 it was increased to 
4*% per cent, plus half the breakage. In 
1945, the State’s share was raised to 5 
per cent, with no change in the break- 
age rule. 

At the close of 1949, the trend of mu- 
tuel handle was stronger than it appeared 
at the end of 1948. The daily average 
dropped almost 20 per cent during 1948, 
but at the end of 1949 the daily average 
had increased by about 2 per cent. The

daily average handle amounted to $570, 
451 in 1949, compared to $562,174 in 1948, 

The total mutuel handle went down, 
however, because of fewer racing days in 
1949. The number dropped from 84 jn 
1948 to 60 in 1949, Total mutuel handle 
for 1949 was $34,227,108, compared to 
$47,232,640 in 1948. Total attendance also 
declined, but the average daily attendance 
was up about 13 per cent. The daily aver- 
age in 1949 was 9,661, compared to 8,434 
in 1948. 

Gross revenue to the State amounted to 
$1,943,685 in 1949. This figure included 
$6,444 from the sum wagered at the 
Rochester Fair. Including only Rocking- 
ham Park, which is the State’s one ma- 
jor Thoroughbred establishment, _ pari- 
mutuel revenue amounted to $1,937,241 
in 1949, compared to $2,666,860 in 1948. 
The reduction for the State was 27 per 
cent. Under Section 16 of the State racing 
law, $85,839 was turned over to the com- 
missioner of agriculture for assignment to 
the various agricultural fairs. The re- 
mainder was transferred to a special fund 
of the treasury.

The larger amounts went to the Man- 
chester Society for the Hard of Hearing, 
New Hampshire Children’s Aid Society, 
New Hampshire Society for Crippled 
Children and Handicapped Persons, and 
to various orphanages, which received the 
bulk of the money. 


The Picture in Maryland 


The Maryland Racing Commission 
omitted the figures on attendance in its 
30th annual report to the governor, cov- 
ering the racing in 1949, However, the 
revenue package of almost $414 million 
should give his honor an indication that 
the public was included in the collecting, 
if not in the counting. 

Altogether. mutuel handle was off 10 
per cent at the four major tracks—Pim- 
lico, Bowie, Laurel Park, and Havre de 
Grace. The half-mile tracks—Bel Air, 
Timonium. Marlboro. Cumberland, and 
Hagerstown—underwent a drop of about 
414 per cent. But in spite of these reduc- 
tions. total wagering for the State de- 
clined less than a fraction of 1 per cent. 
This was the result of a considerable in- 
crease in betting on harness racing. 

Laurel Raceway patrons bet $5,274,093 
in 1949, compared to about $314 million 
in 1918, representing an increase of more 
than 42 per cent. Ocean Downs and Rose- 
croft. operating for the first time, ac- 
counted for another $614 million, making 
a grand total of $11.751.941 at harness 
tracks in 1949. Including the new tracks, 
the increase in handle amounted to 217 
per cent. 

Harness racing is growing in popular- 
ity. too. A license has been granted to 
Baltimore Trotting Races. Incorporated, a 
new track which will be in operation for 
the first time in 1950. 

How much effect this increased atten- 
tion to Standardbreds will have on the 
Thoroughbred business is not known. But 
if Maryland followed the trend of other 
states. a decline was to be expected in 
1949. And as the decrease at Thorough- 
bred tracks was not out of line with drops 
elsewhere in the nation, it would appear 
that the mushroom growth of trotting 
tracks had little effect on the mutuel turn- 
over at Thoroughbred tracks. 

All of the Thoroughbred tracks did not 
shew a decline in mutuel handie. De- 
creases of 25 per cent at Laurel Park and 
15 per cent at Pimlico were partly offset 
by an increase of more than 16 per cent 
at Havre de Grace. Total handle at this 
track was $18.159.185 in 1949, compared 
to $15.634.486 in 1948. Among the small 
tracks. Marlboro topped the list with an 
increase of about 2614 per cent. The in- 


crease was from $2,667,842 to $3,373,287.

The Alfred Vanderbilt stable will con- 
fine its 3-year-old aims, for the time, to 
the filly stakes. This was a decision made 
last Friday when, as Mr. Vanderbilt put 
it, “Common sense triumphed.” 

[ had rather hoped that Bed o° Roses 
would take a throw at the colts, but real- 
ly | can’t imagine her beating Hill Prince, 
for instance, right now. She looks good 
enough, but there isn’t much sense break- 
ing up a fine filly by setting her a task 
that’s too great. Off her 1949 campaign 
she’s tough and hardy, and possibly in 
the fall, when fillies seem to improve, 
she'll be around to worry the colts. 

Bed o° Roses is not the stable’s only 
dependence in the filly stakes. Next Move, 
a royally bred daughter of Bull Lea and 
the good mare Now What, made her first 
1950 start at Jamaica last Saturday and 
won very easily in 1:1115 for six furlongs. 

If you don’t remember her, she was 
unplaced in her first two starts last year, 
won the next two, and finished out with 
four consecutive seconds, the last three 
in stakes. Her last start was in the Demoi- 
selle, in which she gave Bed o’ Roses 
three pounds and was beaten only a 
length and a half. If you take that race 
alone, she can’t be rated more than a 
pound below her more famous. stable- 
mate. The two of them, certainly, will 
make a most formidable entry. 


DASH. 1 suppose the first Experimen- 
tal Handicap, at six furlongs, did not 
prove a great deal that we didn’t al- 
ready know. Hill Prince was expected to 
be the best. and he was. despite his top 
weight of 124 pounds. He ran sixth of 
seven to the top of the stretch and then 
got out of what I thought might prove 
to be a dificult position—-in on the rail 
behind and inside horses—-and won very 
cleverly. He went on to work a full mile 
in 1:40. which was just exactly what 
Eddie Arearo had been told to do it in. 
He could have beaten this time, for Ar- 
caro, apparently feeling he was going too 
fast, stopped riding through the last six- 
teenth.

trainer, J. H. (Casey) Hayes. His effort 
proved at least that he has lost nothing 
during the winer, and it proved another 
point, too—he doesn’t have to carry his 
track with him. The Jamaica strip never 
gets muddy, because it has too much sand 
in it for that, but it had been rained on 
considerably, and water was standing on 
it in places. Hill Prince and Arcaro came 
back solidly plastered with wet sand. 

Well, there’s a fair chance of a muddy 
strip at Churchill Downs come May 6, 
because spring weather in Kentucky isn’t 
what you could call dependable. Oil Cap- 
itol, L understood from Harry Trotsek 
in Miami, doesn’t like off going. So Hill 
Prince will go up considerably if the 
track is off. 

The time of the Experimental was _re- 
markably good. Outside of that race, the 
best time of the day was 1:1315, and oth- 
er races went up to 1:1345. Hill Prince 
made it, not completely out, in 1:12 of- 
ficially, and Daily Racing Form’s clockers 
caught him in 1:113%. 

Guillotine’s showing in the race was 
not good. He won his first race, on open- 
ing day, though he was being caught at 
the end. It seemed reasonable to suppose 
that, in his first start of the year, he was 
getting a little tired. But four days later 
he faded away at the end again, and no 
such excuse was in order. 

Nobody took Sturdy One seriously—he 
was 19 to 1l—and this proved correct. 
since he finished last. Now he was a fairly 
good second to Your Host in the Santa 
Anita Derby. If there’s any line of form 
to be drawn from his performance, then 
Your Host doesn’t seem a very serious 
threat. Not too much can be made of this. 
for the distance of the races was different. 
and Sturdy One might not have been too 
happy in the going. Even so, Your Host 
is going to have to lick a horse | know 
about before 1 give him much Derby con- 
sideration. 


WORK. On the day Hill Prince short- 
ened his odds in the winter book, his prin- 
cipal local rival, Middleground, worked 
a mile in 1:4185 over the main track at 
Belmont. with the dogs up on the course. 
He worked with Better Self. and accord- 


ing to clockers who saw the work—it 
was early in the morning when sane peo- 
ple are asleep—he beat the older horse 
a length. This doesn’t prove too much, 
because Better Self didn’t run very well 
in the Paumonok, and we don’t know any- 
thing about the comparative weights, ex- 
cept that with Boland up on Middle- 
ground, the colt wouldn't have had much 
more than 110 to 112 pounds. 


To questions about when he would run 
Middleground, Max Hirsch’s standard an- 
swer was, “IL don’t know when Ill run 
him. Vl run him when he’s ready.” To 
the Herald-Tribune’s Red Smith he gave a 
variant: “Were you ever scared?” 

The logical spot for him is the second 
Experimental, but that’s my speculation, 
not Hirsch’s. | noticed on his part, and on 
that of the colt’s owner, Robert J. Kle- 
berg, a tendency to think of races after 
the Derby, instead of the Derby itself. 
That’s explicable only on the ground that 
they're not entirely sure hell make the 
big one at Churchill Downs. But if he’s 
working miles now, he ought to have plen- 
ty of time to be ready. He did another 
one in 1:3985 last Saturday, but clockers 
weren't impressed with it. 


PROMISE. Of course speed is the 
cheapest commodity that 2-year-olds can 
show. and a brief display of it doesn’t 
make a good horse. But in the early juven- 
ile events | was impressed most by E. M. 
O’Brien’s Bank Account, a filly by Shut 
Out which came up with the E. D. Axton 
consignment of yearlings last summer, 
and went out of it for $1,950. 

All she beat was a field of maidens, but 
she beat it by, four lengths, and at the 
finish Ted Atkinson had her pulled to 
an ordinary canter.

California’s Claim to Ben Ah: 
A Few Things Need Explaining 


A recent press release from California 
has the notation at the top, in parenthesis: 
“Thanks for use or reference—Fred A. 
Purner.” [Tt sets forth the recent discov- 
ery that two California-bred colts have 
won the Kentucky Derby. Ben Ali in 
1886 and Morvich in 1922. This is news 
indeed. and | am happy to oblige my 
friend Fred by using most of his stery: 


Tf Your Host comes through in next month's 
running of the Kentucky Derby it will make 
three California colts that have distinguished 
themselves by winning the three-year-old clas- 
sie. Generally only Morvich from these parts 


is given credit. 


However. In the gathering of historie back- 
cround for California’s Racing Contennial, to 
be celebrated next year. the records are clear 
that the famous James Ben Ali Haggin won 
the 1886 renewal of the Kentucky Derby with 
Ben Ali, that was foaled on his noted 44,800- 
Rancho del) Paso, near Sacramento. 
So Morvich, that scored his win in 1922, rates 
No. 20 0n the list and Your Host is going for 
No. 3.

Virgil Kentucky and then was shipped

883. It was strictly a native son because 
it has only been since foals of 1944 that the 
State law was changed that a California-bred 
must be conceived and foaled out here. 

When Ben Ali was sent east as two- 
year-old in 1885 to win the famed Hopeful 
Stakes and when he returned as a_three-year- 
old to cop the Kentucky Derby and many 
other great fixtures of his day, there are a 
aumber of printed reports crediting him to 
California 


Tt will be a fine thing to get the records 
straight for the literature to be issued in 
connection with California’s centennial. 
Unfortunately [ have not been able to lay 
hands on the article mentioned by Mr. 
Purner. and haven't much idea as to the 
nature of the documentary evidence that 
Ben Ali was foaled at Rancho del Paso. 
But if the stuff hasn’t already gone to 
press in permanent form, here are some 
references which might be worked into a 
footnote. or something. 


Ulrica (not Ulrich). the dam of Ben 
Ali. was a bay mare. foaled in 1863. by 
Lexington—*Emilia. by Young Emilius. 
The last of her produce are listed in Vol- 
ume 5 of the American Stud Book, page 


707. The last three lines of this report 
are as follows: 
1883. br. c«. Ben Ali by Virgil. (J. B. Haggin.) 
1884. br. f. Ventura by Virgil. (J. B. Haggin.) 
Barren in) 1877-82. and died 1884. 


The notation at the top says. “bred by A. 
K. Richards: owned by D. Swigert. EI- 
mendorf Stud. Ky.” That is. she was still 
owned by Daniel Swigert at the time of 
the last report. which concluded with her 
death. 

The notations of Mr. Haggin’s name 
after her last two foals did not mean that 
Mr. Hagein bred them, but rather that 
he owned them later. 

Volume 5 also shows Ventura as a 
breedmare. and says of her: “bred in EI- 
mendorf Stud; owned by J. B. 
Rancho del Paso Stud. Cal.” 

Thus the stud book alone makes the 
story that Ben Ali was foaled in Cali- 
fornia a little difficult to follow. Virgil 
stood in Kentucky, and it is highly im- 
probable that Haggin would have bought 
Ulrica. shipped her to California to have 
her foal of 1883 (Ben Ali), then hustled 
her back to Kentucky to be mated again 
with Virgil. As a matter of record. Ben 
Ali was foaled April 22. 1883. and his 
sister Ventura was foaled April 6 the fol- 
lowing year. [ suppose the gestation period 


Haggin. 


in those days was about the same as now, 
and | do not think that either the trans- 
portation or the judgment of the 1880's 
would have been able to manage a foal- 
ing in California and a ninth-day mating, 
as this appears to have been. in Kentucky. 

Reference to the Kentucky Live Stock 
Record of May 17, 1884, page 314, will 
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show that a colt by Virgil out of Ulrica 
was included in the annual sale of Elmen- 
dorf yearlings. The sale was held May 
14, and the colt (Ben Ali) was knocked 
down to S. D. Bruce. of New York, for 
$2.500. The following year his sister Ven- 
tura was sold with the Elmendorf. year- 
lings. going to G. D. Wilson for $1,150. 
(Kentucky Live Stock Record, May 16. 
1885. page 311.) 

After Ben Ali had won the Derby in 
1886 the Kentucky Live Stock Record 
(now the Thoroughbred Record) noted 
that seven of the ten starters were bred in 
Kentucky, and that the first three at the 
finish were bred in Kentucky. 

Fred, would you mind checking these 
references against “all the documentary 
evidence” of Mr. Burke’s research staff, 
and let us see how it all works out? In 
the meantime we'll credit Daniel Swigert 
and Kentucky with Ben Ali. 

PURITY PUZZLE. Last year when the 
Jersey Act was rescinded. THE BLoop- 
Horst pointed out that the new rule, in 
which the nebulous word purity was re- 
tained, could be interpreted in any man- 
ner the English stud book authority 
pleased. The interpretation could be so 
made as to exclude Tourbillon, Man 0’ 
War, Equipoise, and nearly all the great 
American strains, or it could include not 
only these but the distinguished Irish 
half-bred families. Or it could let in one 
strain and exclude others with similar his- 
tories. 

Audax, of Horse and Hound (London), 
recently undertook to clarify the situation 
by interviewing “a member of Messrs. 
Weatherby’s.”. Whether he has clarified 
anything with regard to the status of the 
American Thoroughbred remains to be 
clarified.

Bill Walter, Lamar; George Adams, Col- 
orado Springs; Howard Lackey. Raton, 
N. M.: Bob Jones, Monument; and John 
Shuman, Deertail. 

Membership is open to “any man or 
woman having a bona fide financial in- 
terest in a Thoroughbred horse, or a 
trainer of the same.” Residence in Col- 
orado is not a qualification. Annual mem- 
bership dues are $25. 

The first bulletin issued by the asso- 
ciation stated that the Colorado group 
will afhliate with the National Association 
of Thoroughbred Breeders. Next meeting 
will be held at Denver on April 21. 

In announcing the formation of the new 
organization, President Latimer stated 
that a Colorado division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion will be started at the April 21 meet- 
ing. 


Elm Crest Notes

Patience Is Strong Medicine; 
A Tourist Looks at Yearlings 


The piece L wrote about Ben Jones and 
Ky. Lea, four or five weeks ago. was in- 
complete. It told that Ben had put some 
sort of whammy on the 2-year-old son of 
Sun Again—Miss Keeneland to get him 
out of the habit of catapulting exercise 
boys and tearing up starting gates. But 
it didn’t tell how the trick was managed. 
Paul Ebelhardt. the Calumet Farm man- 
ager. told me what Ben had accomplished 
with the colt. but he didn’t know anything 
about the method used, and-we couldn't 
find out at the time because trainer and 
subject were in Florida. Ben himself 
filled in the details last week at Keene- 
land. where he has a division of Warren 
Wright’s stable. 

“It wasn’t much.” the Missouri ma- 
gician related. “The main thing we had 
to do was get him used to the starting 
gate. We spent lots of time with him at 
the gate. No. we didn’t use any patent 
bits or other gadgets on him. Just  pa- 
tience. Bill Roberts. one of our exercise 
hovs. had a let to do with it. Bill’s a 
strong boy who can stick with a rough 


colt and not get tired. He worked with 
Ky. Lea at the gate until finally you 
could climb all over him and he’d just 
stand there. 

“One of the other troubles we had with 
him was that he’d let you get on him only 
at the barn. Now he stops to eat grass 
along the way to and from the track, and 
you can get on him anywhere. He does 
his work well. and he’s not lazy.” 

It sounds like the description of a tract- 
able. even amiable, 2-year-old. But can 
he run? That will be found out later. 

The Calumet stable had left Florida’s 
benign climate only to arrive at Lexing- 
ton on one of Central Kentucky’s less 
hospitable days of early spring. An April 
day in the Lexington area doesn’t seem 
to be able to make up its mind: Within 
a few hours you can have sunshine. rain, 
snow. sleet, and high wind.

There’s no use having an interview with 
Ben Jones without talking about the Ken- 
tucky Derby. That’s extreme understate- 
ment. It is impossible to have an interview 
with Ben Jones without talking about the 
Kentucky Derby. If Ben Jones hasn’t ac- 
tually originated some of the thinking to- 
ward the Derby, he at least has improved 
on whatever ideas he borrowed. 

Ben has been an Oil Capitol man for 
some time. At present, with the Derby 
some three weeks off, he remains an Oil 
Capitol man. On May 6, of course, Ben 
will be in Theory’s corner, and Oil Cap- 
itol will be on his own. 

On the morning this conversation took 
place.

by the “half-bred” horse Shogun, is elimi- 
nated and her daughters, Versickle, by Sickle, 
and Quashed, by Obliterate, are regarded as 
first crosses of pure blood. will require 
another seven generations after these two mares 
to qualify the family for the Stud Book. 

I asked whether the fact that 
might or might not fulfil the conditions would 
make any difference and was told it) would 
not. He and his half-brother, Prospector, had, 
in fact, exactly eight crosses of pure blood; 
but if Messrs. Weatherby were to take such 
retrospective action there would be no end 
to their difficulties.

Prospector, for example, covered a large 
number of mares in Ireland. Many people 
would doubtless come along with mares that 
they claimed were descended from Prospector 
and there would be no possible means of trac- 
ing their ancestry. 

I am sure we are all grateful for this very 
clear explanation. Unfortunately, it landed me 
in further difficulty for which I had to seek 
more information. Applying the above rules 
to Tourbillon it seemed that his stock should 
net be admitted to the Stud Book, yet it is 
being admitted. 

Tourbillon is out of a mare by Durbar II, 
who was not eligible for the Stud Book. He 
is thus doubly barred. We know already how 
his ancestor Frizette was barred. As for Dur- 
bar II, although on Messrs. Weatherby’s rul- 
ing. with which IT cannot imagine any reasen- 
able person will quarrel, the degree of his 
bastardy makes no difference, it is well to re- 
call that by no stretch of the imagination 
could he have been included under the old 
conditions, 

This seems to be enough, without going 
any further, to debar Tourbillon from the 
Stud Book. Tourbillon’s dam Durban seems 
to be in exactly the same position as Verdict. 
Her sire was ineligible. Her dam also 
been rendered ineligible, owing to her being 
out of Banshee by Irish Lad (by Candlemas). 
while the grandam Frizette was by Hamburg. 
an American horse debarred from our Stud 
Book. 

Messrs. Weatherby tell me the reason why 
Tourbillon has been included is because the 
original exclusion of this line is one of those 
anomalies about which and others have 
written so much in the past. 

Armenia, the dam of Durbar, was an exact- 
ly parallel case to Rhoda B, the dam of Orby, 
the only difference being that the latter was 
in England when the axe fell before Volume 
XVII of the Stud Book, while Armenia was 
in Franee. Rhoda B was therefore, allowed 
to remain in the Stud Book, but Armenia 
was never admitted. 

1 do not pretend to understand this my- 
self, as Rhoda B belonged to the Bruce Lowe 
No. 26 family and had at the most two flaws 
in her pedigree, Hanover, her sire. and Al- 
gerine, her maternal grandsire. Armenia, on 
the other hand, comes from a family the tap 
root of which is a mare by Medley, who was 
never in the General Stud Book, while the 
rest of the pedigree bristles with sires of 
doubtful origin. Americus, on the other hand. 
some of whose stock is admitted, was as bad 
or worse than Durbar Il. However, I am not 
going to try conclusions with Messrs. Weather- 
by on a Stud Book matter! It is their Stud 
Book anyhow. 

I take it now that all horses which were 
debarred because of such as Lexington, Han- 
over, Hamburg, etc., in their pedigrees, will 


now be admitted. This is only logical when 
one considers that some with these horses 
among their ancestry have been in the Stud 
Book for years. | assume that Durbar IL is 
now admitted because he is more than eight 
removes from the foundation mare by Med- 
jey from a dam of unknown pedigree and be- 
cause all the stallions in his ancestry since 
Volume \VIID considered “half-bred.” are now 
considered pure bred. I hope this does not 
create as many difficulties as the admission 
of Prospector would have done. Prospector 
seems to have as much right to be included, 
in fact, more from one point of view. in that 
none of the sires in his pedigree was ever 
regarded as half-bred, whereas it could be 
said that some of those in Durbar’s pedigree 
are only admitted because a mistake on the 
side of leniency was made in 1918. 

This appears to be the position, and 1 am 
very much obliged for the explanation given 
me, which I hope I have faithfully recorded. 
If 1 find something illogical 1 do not record 
this as criticism, because I do not think one 
can avoid being illogical to-day in view of 
what has occurred in the past. What has been 
done certainly lets in a great line which is 
in every way worthy of inclusion in the Stud 
Book. To exclude it would net prevent breed- 
ers from using it and could only cause incon- 
venience. 


The article quoted above sheds more 
light on the new stud book policy in 
England than any other we have seen. 
It isn’t very much light. As of the pres- 
ent, Tourbillon has been taken in, but 
the reasoning behind his admission is no 
more clear than pond water after a heavy 
rain. But knowing the hard common sense 
of the English authorities, we would make 
the presumption that they 
pragmatic principle: if you 
‘em, join “em.

Whatever the principle applied, the ad- 


mission of Tourbillon appears to have 


been based upon the admission of his 
ancestors to the French stud book. The 
able and well informed writer for Horse 
and Hound furnished no quotes, direct 
or indirect, as to the status of horses 
whose ancestors have been in the Amer- 
ican stud book since its founding. Audax 
“takes it” that American horses will now 
be admitted, and perhaps this opinion is 
based upon a part of the interview which 
he was not free to quote. But his omission 
of any reference by the man from Weath- 
erby’s as to the status of American horses 
is perhaps significant. It may signify that 
the keepers of the stud book do not wish 
to announce a general policy in this re- 
gard, but prefer to handle each case as it 
appears and find the justification for their 
decision as they make it. 

It is plain, at any rate. that giving up 
the Jersey Act did not mean giving up 
the idea on which it was founded—the 
doctrine of purity. In England, purity still 
means British ancestry recorded in’ the 
British stud book. The only compromise 
they have made to date is with an “im- 
pure” strain which has beer beating the 
daylights out of them. 


The American stud book presumably 
will soon be faced with a similar prob. 
lem—-whether to insist on “purity,” as 
defined in America, and copied after the 
English definition (whatever it turns out 
to be), or to admit the non-English. non. 
\merican strains of other stud books. 


The concept of purity. though outdated 
and thoroughly discredited, is most tena. 
cious when it lays hold on the minds of 
men. | suspect that it will be with us for 
a long time to come.

American Turf Dissolved 


The American Turf Association, which 
formerly was a stockholding company for 
Churchill Downs. Lincoln Fields, and 
other properties, has been dissolved. At 
Louisville recently, shareholders in Amer- 
ican Turf voted 293.873 to 3.661 to liqui- 
date the association. The stockholders will 
receive a share of Churchill Downs stock 
for each share of American Turf. 

In the future. Churchill Downs will be 
operated as a separate corporation, ac- 
cording to Bill Corum, president of both 
organizations. It is expected that officers 
of American Turf will take corresponding 
posts with the Churchill Downs company 
shortly after the Kentucky Derby. The 
move was expected to result in somewhat 
lowered expenses. in that a Chicago office 
need no longer be maintained. and cer- 
tain tax savings might be made. 

The much-discussed proposal to turn 
Churchill Downs into a non-profit com- 
pany whose net income would go to edu- 
cational or charitable institutions was 
not brought up at the meeting, it was re- 
ported. If not abandoned, the plan at least 
seems to be in abeyance until a ruling 
of the U. S. Treasury Department has 


been obtained. It is understood that ef- 
forts to obtain a committal from the Treas- 
ury people have not been successful. 


Present market value of Churchill 
Downs stock is reported to be about $9 a 
share. American Turf is at $16 or $17. 
American Turf earned $1.31 a share for 
the fiscal year 1950, now ending. In 1949 
it earned $1.59, and in 1948 it paid $2.78. 

Net profits for the last three fiscal 
years, after taxes and other charges. were: 
1950--$502.319; 1949—609.812; 1948— 
$1,064,111. The 1948 figures include prof- 
its from Lincoln Fields. which has been 
sold. The other years account only for 
Churchill Downs profits. Operating ex- 
penses were as follows: 1950—$569,381; 
1949—$490,599: 1948—$543,779. 


As of February 28, advance ticket sales 
for the 1950 Kentucky Derby were $483, 
427, On the same date last year they 
were $146,241.
